A quarter cf a million miles 
of frigit apace jie between the 
earth and the moon, and en- 
thusiastic members of the Bri- 
tish Interplanctary Socicty be- 
lieved they could construct to- 
day a space ship which could 
ecver every one of them—if 
they only ‘had the moncy. 

The ship they envisage would 
probably be chemleally  propell- 
ed. Atomic propulsion, they 
think. holds great prssibilitics 
for the more distant future, 
when the problem will be to 
design interstelfar ships and 
that of building interplanctary 
craft will be commonplace. 

But Society members, who 
now total about 450 in Great 
Britain and in the United 
States, realize that much work 
—and many collections—tIle be- 
tween-the plans of today and 
the thrilling voyages of tomor- 
row. 

“There is no possibility of 
apace flight by manned ships 
in the near future,” Arthur 
Clarke, scientific minded _ogsia- 
tant accretary of the . Society 
told the United Preds. “But 
{nstrument-laden rocketa may 
be landed on the moon in five 
‘to 10 years,” , 

Outside Atmosphere 

He thonght that “manned 
space ships, which may appear 
within 10 to 16 years, probably 
wou'd be capable of circling the 
world just outside the atmos- 
phere, at heights of a few 
hundred miles.” Buch ships 
were at least half-serlously 
projected by German scfentists 
who, during the war, dreamed 
of manned satollites circling 
the earth at a helght of a few 
thousand -:miles, capable of 
wreaking destruction on a 
helpless world.

A New Era | 
Production |

From 1919 to 1946, the design of all British cars 
was greatly.influenced by a tax based on the 
piston area.of the engine. A formula was used 
which meant in’ effect that for every two 
eanate inches of piston-area the car was rated 
at 1 hp., and for the greater part of the time 
during which this tax was applied, 21'was 
exacted for every horse-power of engine. 

The effective power on the test bed was consider- 
ably higher. A well-designed engine could 
develop 2 hp. for every square inch of piston- 
area—that is to say, the real horsepower was 
four times the nominal horsepower. As 
between one engine and another, however, 
taxation by piston-area was theoretically 
sound. 

In practice, this tax Iced to 

the construction of engines 

running at -high piston specds 
and Niable to excessive wear 
and tear In an endeavour to 
get the maximum real power 
with the minimum of tax 
penalty. For this reason the 

Dasis was changed in 1947, £10 

being taken for every Hitre (or

capacity. This ‘gave the de- 

signer grenter freedom but en- 
forced’a serious penalty on the 
larger cara. 

The whole of these difficul- 
tics have now been swept away 
and in future British cars will 
be uniforma!ly taxed on | the 
basis of £10 per annum. For 
the first time since the end of 
World War I, British manufac-

It is searcely possible to ¢x- 
aggerate the influence that this 
will have, but it must be reatis- 
ed that a substantial/time in-
